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Tho Election and its Lessons. 



ITow that tbe oloction for District 
No. 2 ia over, and the smoko of batllo 
has lifted, let as glauoo for & moment 
at the field and the parlies. Aud lut us 
dislinotlj state iu tbe oatsot that Coq> 
federationistB may fairiyolaim tbe result 
as a clearly and emphatically pronouac. 
ed .victory.' ' .The election tamed on 
Oonfederatioa pure and simple. ^ For- 
Bonal popularity or personal merit had 
no part in the issue; or if il had, tbo 
defeated party enjoyed till the advantage 
of it. Nor Clin it be suid that tho coii- 
stituonoy which hua pronounced such 
an emphatic verdict iu favor of Con- 
iederation is an UDlmportaat one, seeing 
it comprises all the rural diatriots on 
Vancouver Island, districts which seat 
eight members to tho Logislativa Aeaem- 
biy, under a foruior dispeusation. The 
district ia largo and important, and liie 
voto was large. Possibly we may bo 
remioded that the vote was unduly 
swelled by nniveraal euCPrag^, So it 
was. Yet on that point the defeated 
party ought to obsorvo a discreet 
Bilenco, inasmuch as this is tlio very 
weapon with which they defeated tho 
Confederation candidates in the city 
last year. Through a weak and parti- 
zan government, they invoked the uni- 
versal vole to accomplish their purpose; 
and now thoy must not complain if this 
Ecpublioan bird coraos homo to roost. 
But, with so largo a luiijority, '.ho Uon- 
federatiouiets can uffurd to mako the 
'Antis' a present of this 'chick' of theirs. 
Id times past it has been clainaod that 
the whole of Vancouver Island was op« 
posed to Confederation; and that as it 
comprised rather more than half tho 
white population of the United Colouy 
it was lair to assort that, by count ol 
noses, the Colony was opposed to the 
change. The ciroumstaoce of all the 
representative members for the Island 
having opposed Confodoration certain- 
ly lent color of truih to the aHScrlioii, 
but wo now see how utterly deuopiive 
was that circumstance. There is strong 
reasoD to doubt that District No 2 was 
opposed to Confederation last year. 
There is no room to doubt that it is do« 
cidedly in favor of tliat mpaaure now. 
Last year tho Nanaimo election did not 
turn upon this question. The only 
candidate in the field distinotly statexl 
this. We have good reason to think 
that an appeal made now would elicit 
an emphatic verdict in favor of Confed- 
eration. 'J'hat tho oleoiiou in this city 
turned upon Confederation must be ad- 
milted; and that a majority of this rom- 
EQunity pronounood against it is equiilly 
nodeniable. Yet it mast bi borne ia 
mind that 'the qaestion presents itielf 
under very different oircumst inoes now, 
so difTerent that we do not hesitate to 
say an appeal to this community upon 
tho subject of Confederation would not 
now find a majority or anything liijo a 
majority willing still to offer UDOoodi« 
tlonal opposition. Ylewing the c|iaDge 
as inevitable aud Imminent, all save a 
very small minority are now willing to 
unite for the purpose of obtaining tho 
most favorable terms. So little doubt 
exists upon this point that tboso who 
regard the change not only in the light 
of inexorable destiny but as a thing 
greatly to bo desired unite in urging 
upon tho two eloctivo raembora for the 
city the duly of consulting their cousiiui- 
enlB — Boeiiing fresli insi ructions before 
tho opening cf the Legisialuro. Thus 
it may fairly be claimed that every 
electoral district in the UaUed Colon; 
is now in favor of Confederation, and 
nearly all of them arc unanimously in 
favor of it. Under thcso circumstances 
surely no sensible person is called upon 
to become a martyr in a bad cause. 
Should not aii ratber unite in the. com» 
men cause of rendering a change whicli 
all have been brought to regiird inevit- 
able, as beneficiiU to the colony an pi)t;„ 
Bible. The recent allompi to curry 
District -No 2 in the inlorciL o( Anti- 
Confederation is a fitting conclusion to 
a played out cause. Let it be tbe last 
act of unreasoning oppo»ition. 'Tberc 
is a Verso for which we have no hesita- 
tion in claiming a high antiquity, which 
that last not forcibly brings lo our mind: 

'Jark nu.l Jill u i.iit uji till) liill, 

, To fclcll II lilill '.f v.al.T ; 

. V ' Jack leU duwu aud broko lila oroMm, 
OMI , AndJillcune tambllDgaTUr." 

Nor ne'ed those who voted qgoinst Cons 
federation Inst session experience any 
difficulty iu rovorsiny that voto now. 
The vole was against Her Aliijestj's 
(jOTernincnl taking 'any decisive stops 
towards tho present consummation of 
UniOQ.' Those .who voted for that re« 
Bolution.a year ago are in as good a po« 
sition to voto for imraodiato steps now 
OS those who voted against it. Time and 
circuinbtances havo o!)litorated tlioso 
lines and ditli'renccB which existed llion; 
and all find ihemsolvua now occupying 
the table land of oommoo duty and pre- 
sent nebessUy.
